The crisis of 
which he speaks, was the prospect of a 
rupture between the king who corrupted 
him and the nation he betrayed.

Inthe hand writing of this powerful 
instrument in the general’s hands—of 
this cutLp of so worthy a partner, who 
is recommended for his Arm attachment 
to Spain, we have instructions evidently 
dictated by Wilkinson, and delivered by 
him to Power, (No- 35.) They begin by 
recommending an artful contrivance to 
deceive the public on the subject of his 
frequent visits. They enlerge much on 
the necessity of producing Newman, or at 
least procuring some affidavit from bim 
contradictory of one he had before made, 
and the directions on this subject evince 
the hand of a master in the art of subor- 
nation. They show a great solicitude 
that Power should lull suspicion by ample 
testimonials of his character, and the first 
part closes with an injunction to bear no 
paper that carries his name. The second 


part, tho’ shorter is nfore valushle ono 
count of the many corroborative circum- 


stances it contains. It begins with a di- 
rection how to employ the 640 dollars in 
his hands, as well as the merchandize in 
which his money was hid, and which he 
facetiously calls da cargaison, interlanding 
his treasure, as he does his conversation, 
with scraps of French. This 640 dollars 
was the residue of the sum delivered by 
Portell for the use of Wilkinson, to Pow- 
er, and which was retained by the latter 
for expenses. Small as this sumis, it was 
an object of solicitude. He requests that 
it may be secured to him in the settle- 
ment, and we shall find it hereafter figur- 
ing in the accounts which Mr. Power ren- 
ders to the Baron de Carondelet, of his 
mission, and in the allowance which the 
latter makes of his expenses. “ [ have 
urged (says Wilkinson in these instruc- 
tions) the necessity of your presence In 
the metropolis.” Let us refer to the Iet- 
ter, and we there find that the general 
had indeed urged it: “ 1 beg you (he there 
says) to write to me in cypher by Power, 
whose firesence is necessary tn Philadelphia, 
as well to clear his own character attack- 
ed by Wayne, as to support the fact of 
the outrage,” &c.

Austrian Bulletin.

An account of the Battle fought near As- 
jrern, on the Marchfield, on the 2ist and 
22d of May, 1809, between the Archduke 
Charles of Austria, Generalissimo of the 
Imprerial Austrian armies,and the E.mpie- 
ror Nafioleon, Commander in chief of the 
French and allied armies. 


( Concluded from our last. ) 


Corps of Field- Marshal Lieutenant 
Prince Rosenberg. 

Both divisions of this corps, which in 
advancing to the engagement, had com- 
posed the fourth and fifth columns, were 
formed hefore break of day for a new at- 
tack, for which the enemy likewise made 
preparation on his side, but with a mani- 
fest superiority in numbers. 

Prince Rosenberg resolved to attack tle 
village of Esslingen with the Archduke 
Charies's regiment of infantry, to push 
forward his other troops in battalions, and 
im particular te go and meet the enemy, 
who was advancing in the open country 
between Esslingen and the nearest arm of 
the Danube. 

The village was already gained, and 
battalions advancing on the left, obliged 
the enemy, drawn up in several lines, to 
yield. The most violent cannonade was 
kept up incessantly on both sides, and it 
was sustained by the troops with the great- 
est fortitude. 


Favored by a fog which suddenly came 





on, the enomy’s heavy cavalry gentored to | 


attack on all sides the corps formed be 
Sztarrav’s and Hifler’s regiment of infsn- 
try. These brave feilows received hin 
with fixed bayonets, and at the last moment 
poured in their fire with such effect. that 
the enemy was compelled to betake hime 
self to flight with considerable loss. Vive 
times were these attacks on Sziarray’s and 
Hiller’s regiment repeated, and each time 
they were repelled with equal courage and 
resolution, The cavalry contributed all 
that lay in their power to the pursuit of 
the enemy and the support of the infentry: 

Cobury’s, the Archduke Louis’s and 
Czatorisky’s regiments belonging to the 
division of Lieutenant General Dedovich, 
stationed on the right, renewed the exer- 
tions of the preceding day with the same 
d stinction and the*same success. After 
this severe conflict the enemy seemed to 
have no inclination to expose bimself to 
any fresh disaster, and confined hiself 
merely to the operation of his superior ar- 
ullery. 

About eleven A. M. Prince Rosenberg 
received orders from the Archduke, com- 
mander in chief, to make a new attack 
upon Esslingen, and a message to the 
same effect was sent to Lieutenant Gen. 
Dedovich, who commanded the tight di- 
vision of this corps. 

Prince Rosenberg immed'ately formed 
two columns of attack under the con- 
duct of Lieutenant Generals Princes Ho- 
henlohe and Rohan, while Lieutenant Gen, 
Dedovich advanced ayainst the citadel of 
the place, and the magazines surrounded 
with walls and ditches 

The attack was made with redoubled 
bravery, and our troops rushed with irre- 
sistible impetuosity into the village. Still, 
however, they found it impossible to main- 
tain this post into which the enemy kept 
continually throwing new reinforcements, 
which was of the utmost importance for 
covering his retreat which he had resolved 
upon, and which he defended with an im- 
mense sacrifice of lives. Prince Rosen- 
berg therefore resolved to confine himself 
to the obstinate. maintenance of his own 
position, to secure the feft flank of the en- 
emy, and to increase the embarrassment 
of the enemy by an incessant fire from all 
the batteries. 

{n the night between the 22d and 23d 
the enemy accomplished his retreat to the 
Lobau, and at three in the morning his 
rear guard also had evacuated HEsslingen 
and allthe point which he trad occupied on 
the left bank of the Danube. Some divi- 
sions pursued him closely, and took pos- 
session as near as possible of tne necessary 
posts of observation. 

Thus terminated a conflict of two days, 
which wil ce ever memorable in the an- 
nats of the world, and in the history of 
war. It was the most obstinate and bloo- 
dy that has occurred since the commence- 
ment of the French revolution. 

It was decisive for the glory ofthe Aus- 


trian arms, for the preservation of the 
Moanarehers «2 f8 CG CUrecetion <f pub- 


lic opinion. 

The infantry has entered upon a new 
and brilliant career, and by the firm con- 
fidence it has manifested in its own ener- 
gies, has paved the way to new victories. 
The enemy’s cavalry has seen its acquir- 
ed, but hitherto untried glory dissipated 
by the masses of our battalions, whose 
coo! intrepidity it was unable to endure. 

Cavalry and artillery have surpassed 
themselves in valour, and in the space of 
two days have performed achievements 
sufficient for a whole compaign. 

Three pwces of cannon, seven ammu- 
nition waggons, 17,000 French muskets, 
and about 3000 cuirasses fell into the 
hands of the conquerors. The loss on 
both sides was very great: this, and the 
circumstance that very few prisoners were 
taken by cither party, proves the determi- 
nation of the combatants either to conquer 
or die. 

The Austrian army laments the deaths 
of eighty-seven superior officers, 4199 
subalterns and privates. 

Lieutenant-Generals Prince Rohan, De- 
dovich, Weber, and Frenel, Generals 
Winzirgerode, Grill, Neustadter, Sieren- 
thal, Colloredo, May, Hohenfeld, and Bu- 
resch, six hundred and sixty-three officers, 
and 15651 subalterns and privates were 
wounded. Ofthese, Field Marshal Licu- 
tenant Weber, eight officers, and 829 men 
were taken prisoners by the enemy. 

The loss of the enemy was prodigious, 
and exceeds all expectations. Itcan only 
be accounted for by the effect of our con- 
centric fire onan exceedingly confined 
field of battle, where all the batteriesicros- 
sed one another, and calculated by the fol- 
lowing authentic data. 

Generals Lasnes, D'Espagne, St. Ili- 
laire.and Albuquerque are dead ; Massena, 
Bessieres, Monton, Boudet, Legrand, 
Lassalle, and the two brothers Legrange 
wounded ; Durosnei and Fouler taken. 

Upwards of 7000 men, and an immense 
number of horses were buried in the field 
of battle; five thousand and some hun- 
dreds wounded lie in our bospitais. In 
Vienna and the suburbs there are at pres. 
ent 29,773 wounded; many were carried 
to St. Polten. Enns, and as far as Lintz; 
2,500 were taken. Several huadreds of 
corpses floated down the Danube, are ati}! 
daily thrown upon its shores; many met 
their death in the island of Lobau, and 
since the water has fallenin the smaller 
arms of the river, innumerable bodies, 
thus consigned by their comrades toever. 
lasting oblivion, have become visible. The 
burying of the sufferers is not vet over, 
and a pestilential air is wafted from the 
theatre of death.

Passage of the arm of the Danube to ti 
Island of Lobaiu. 


On the 4th at 10 in the evening ren 
ral Oudinot embarked 1500 of gen. Cor 
roux’s voltiguers on the great arm of th 
Danube. Col. Baste with 10 gun boat 
carried them out and landed them beyon 
the confluence of the lesser arm of th 
Island of Lobau in the Danube. The ba 
teries of the enemy were soon silence 
and he was pursued from the wood to th 
village of Muhlet. 

At 11 o'clock in the evening the batte 
ries planted against Enzersdorff receive 
orders to begin the fire.

Already we were preparing for the bat- 
feof Woeram. It appears that te dis- 

itions of the French and Anustriaa cven- 
erals were opposed to each other, 

The emperor employed the whole nicht 
to draw tngether his lorce into the centre, 
where he was personally within cannon 
shot of Wagram. Tor this purpose the 
duke of Rivoli marched to the lef of A- 
derklau. and left a single division at As- 
pera, which tact orders in case of necessi- 
ty to retreat (6 the island of Lobau. The 
duke of Augrstadt had orders to advance 
beyond the village of Grosshof, in order to 
approach the centre. The Austrian gen- 
eral in the mean time weakened his centre, 
inorder to occupy and strengthen his 
wings, to which he gave an additional ex- 
tent. 

On the 6th at day break the Duke of 
Ponte Corvo occupied the left wing. In 
his second ine was the Duke of Rivoli 
The Vice King closed in the centre, where 
the corps of Count Oudinot, that of the 
Dake of Ragusa, the corps of the Impe- 
rial Guard, and the division of Cuirassicrs 
formed 7 or § lines. The Dukeof Auer- 
stadt marched from the right wing to 
Teach the centre. The enemy on the 
other hand placed the Corps of Beilegrade 
at Radlau in Marsch; the corps Collo- 
wrath, Lichtenstein and Muller united 
With the right wing in the position of 
Wagram, where the Prince of Hohenz»!- 
lern was, and at the end of the left Wing 
at Neustedel, where the corps of Rosen- 
berg and Auerberg debouched, and by a 

curved movement at the early Cawo fell 
‘upon each other and gave the signal for 
battle. 

The Emperor equally commenced at 
this period, ordered the Duke of Auer- 
stadt to be reinforced by the division of 
Cuirassiers of the Duke of Padua, and the 
corps of Rosenberg to be taken in flank 
by a battery of 12 pieces of the division of 
gen. count Nansouty. In less than three 
Quarters of an hour the fine corps of Auer- 
Stadt had defeated the corps of Rosenberg 
and pursued it beyond Neustedel, and did 
it great injury. 

Meanwhile the cannonade became gen- 
eral through the whole hue, and the dis- 
Position of the enemy disclosed itself every 
Moment. [fis whole left wing was lined 
With artillery. It might be said, that the 
Austrian General prepared not to obtain 
4 Victory, but that he had in view only the 
Means of taking advantage of it. This 

isposition seemed so unskilful, that a de- 
was anticipated, and the emperor 
Waited some time before he ordered the 
$mall disposition which was necessary, to 
tate that of the enemy and to render 

Ra misfortune to him. 

He ordered the Duke of Rivoli to at- 
tack a village which the enemy occupied, 
and by which the centre of the army was 
S litle galled. He ordered the duke of

After these occurrences we were in- 
formed that the enemy made a desperate 
assualt upon the village which the Duke 
of Rivoli haltaken ; dur defi Wing was 
surrounded at 3000 toises ¢ 4 violent ean- 
nonade wis alrealy heard at Gross Aspern, 
and the Wate interval between Gross As- 
pera and Wagram was occupied by an 
immense tine of Artillery. No doubt was 
ieft about it. 
The emperor in this situation, ordered 
general M icdonaid to form the divisions 
of Broussier and Lamarque into columns 
for the attack. He ordered them to be 
supported by the divisions of gen. Nan- 
souty, the borse-guards and forty detach- 
ments of different corps. Gen. Count 
Lauriston marched at the head of this bat- 
tery of 100. pieces of artillery against the 
enemy. approached him without tiring, til! 
he came within half cannon shot and then 
commenced an astonishing fire, whereby 
slaughter and death were carried into the 
enemy’s ranks. The general of division 
Reille supported wth the brigade of fusi- 
leers and tirailieurs the guard of general 
Macdonald, The guard altered its front 
to render the attsck infillible. In a mo- 
ment the centre of the enemy lost ua league 
of ground... His aston’shed wing marked 
the danger of the situation in which it was 
and in great haste moved back. Now the 
Duke of Rivoli attacked him durivg the 
flieht of the centre and the movement 
forced the right wing, Neustedel was ta- 
ken from his jeft wing, by the Duke of 
Aucrstadt, who ascended the hill and 
marched avainst Wagram, attacked and 
surrounded it. The divisions of Brousster 
aad Gubin covered themselves with glory. 

It was now !0 o’slock in the morning, 
and ivvtellnvent men saw that the dav was 
decided, and that victory was on our side 

At noon, Count Oudinot marched a- 
gainst Wagram, to support the attack of 
the Duke of Auerstadt.” He succeeded, 
and he got possession of this important 
station. From 10 o’clock the enemy 
thought of nothing but his retreat. Since 
noon, this was plainly going on and in dis- 
order, and long befure night came oi: the 
enemy was ontof sight. Our left wing 
stood at Jetelsee and at Ebersdorff, our 


our right wing was extended, their posts 
at Schoenkirchen. 

On the 7th at day break the army was 
in motion, and marched against Kornen- 
berg and \Volkersdorff, and took post at 
Nicholshurg. The enemy cut off from 
Muncary and Mahren found :tsell on the 
side of ohemia driven into a straight. 

Such is the representation of the battle 
of Wagram, the distinguished and ever 
glorious battle, where from 3 to 400,000 
méniwiti from 12-to 1800 cannon, fought 
for # great interest,ona field which by the 
eneiny was studied and fortified for sever- 
al months. Ten standards, 40 cannon, 
20,000 nrisoners, among whom are from 
3 io 400 officers, and among whom are a 
considerable number of Generais,Colonels, 
avd Majors, are the trophies of this victo- 
ry. The fields of battle are covered with 
dead bodies, among whom were found the 
bodies of several generals, and among the 
rest that of Mr. Normann, a Frenchman. 
and traitor to his country, who prostituted 
his talents against it. All the wounded 
of the enemy have fallen into our hands. 

Vhose whom he was able to carry off at 
the beginning of the battle, were found in 
the environs of the villages. We may 
compute that the result of this battle cost 
the Austrian army in all about 60.000 
men, our loss is estimated at 15,000 dead 
and 3 or 4000 wounded. 

At the moment when the Duke of Is- 
tria was ordering the attack of the cavalry, 
his horse was kiled by a cannon ball.— 
The shot struck the saddle and occasioned 
him a slight contusion of the thigh. 

The general division of Lasalle was [ill- 
ed by a musket ball: He was aa officer of 
great merit and oae of the best generals of 
licht horse. 

The Bavarian General Von Wrede and 
the Generals Peras, Grenier, Vignoile, 
Sahnc and Defrance were wounded. Col. 
Prince Aldobrandin? was struck on the 
arm by a musket bull. The majors of 
Chasseurs of the guard, Dausmeni and 
Corbineau, and Col. St. Croix were also 
wounded. The Adjutant Commandant 
Duprat was killed The Col of the 9th 
regiment of infantry ol the line ; remained 
on the ficld of battle. This regiment cov- 
ered itself with glory.

A singular circumstance in this creat 
battle is,. that the columns, which lay 
nearest to Vienna, were Dut 209 lotses dis- 
tant from it.

Last week Wellesley had an interview 
with Cuesta, @ which they concerted a 
p'as of operations. Their army then cen- 
sisted, agreca dle to the best account, of 53 
thousand [nfantry and 11 thousand Caval- 
ry, to which may be added the reinforce- 
ment since arrived at Lisbon from Enz. 
land, about 8 thousand; the 57th regi- 
ment from’ Gibraltar and General Vene- 
gas’ division of 26 thousand men. Thus 
this army may be estimated at 199,000 
eff-ctive men in the following positions : 
Venegas the right wing, Cuesta the cen- 
trey and Sir Wellesley theleft. Venegas 
advanced on the 18th, and his advanced 
posts were at Manzanares, Daymiel and 
Solana, all on this side the Guadiana.— 
Cucsta advanced on the 17th and is said 
to be at Naval Moral, and Wellesley near 
Talavera de la Reyna. Thus we may 
hourty expect advice of a general action, 
and prayers have been offered up at the 
| Cathedral. at which the Junta Central as- 
Sisted to-day in a body. The French 
have concentrated their forces in the Man- 
cha, Estremadura, and upon the smallest 
cumputation estimate that they have from 
70 to 80 thousand men in a body, or in 
positions to co-ynerate together; thus 
something very important may be expect- 
ed to be the result, and very shortly.

Lowpon, July 28. 

The Fmperor of Austria ised a very 
important Proclamation at Budwies, on 
the 15tn inst. a copy of which has been 
recetved in town, This Proclamation, we 
understand, states, that the loss sustained 
by both armies, the French, as well as the 
Austrian, had rendered an Armistice ne- 
cessaury, and that there being no stipula- 
tion awainst military movements in the 
Armistice, every thing wonld be done, 
during its continuance, to promote the se- 
curity of the Austrian Empire. Reverses 
are admiited to have becn sustained, and 
are attributed to one of the Generals who 
commanded a division in the bitle of 
Wagram, having suffered his treops to 
fall back and expose the rest. Nota word 
is suid respectiay peace. 

July 31. 

A Cutter arrtved on Saturdav from off 
Flushing. A variety of reports were im- 
mediately in circulation on the coast. It 
was said by some that the island of Wall- 
chern had surrendered to our troops with 
out resistance. Others that aconsiderabie 
body of French troops hail been collected 
in the island. and that the resistance would 
be obstinate. -A Dutchmen who arrived 
in the cutter says, that the crews of the 
vessels at Flusaing have deserted and 
gone into the interior. 

It was reperted at Dover on Saturday, 
that Flushing had surrendered without op- 
position, not to the expedition, which had 
not then arrived ; but to the British squad- 
ron. which arrived off that station on lues- 
day se’nnigbt, the French squadron having 
returned up the Schelat.

Latest Foreign Intelligence. 

By the arrival last evening of the ship 
Russell, Capt. Allen, 41 days from Liv- 
erpool, we are put in possession of a regu- 
lar file of London dates to the 30th July. 
The most important piece of intelligence 
is that contained in the Bulletin, issued at 
Berlin on the 28th of July by the Austri- 
an Ambassador, giving an official account 
of the battle of Wagram. From this it 
appears, that the armistice of which so 
much has beev said, was requested or 
the part of the Austrians, before the bat- 
tle, was refused and then was granted af- 
ter it; a fact that speaks a language not 
to be misunderstood. It would be extra- 
ordinary indeed if Bonaparte would grant 
after'a victory What he would not before 
the engagement commenced. But look 
at the armistice once more: By the 5th 
art. itis agreed that the Austrians may 
carry off all their provisions, magazines 
and arms. Is this reconcileable with their 
being conquered; their country enslaved 
and their monarchy annihilated, as Bona- 
parte’s editors and tools boast of? Again: 
On what principle is it to be accounted 
for that the French shou!d stipulate to ab- 
stain from all further hostilittes and from 
advancing further into the territory of a 
people they had conquered? Even Poland 
is secured from any further ravages dur- 
ing the armistice. And what have the 
Austrians givenup! The citadels of Grarz 
and Brann, and thev have agreed to evac- 
uate the Tyrol andthe Voralberg. Bat 
who at this distance from the scene of ac- 
tion can inform us whether this was a 
boon granted by the Archduke or merely 
the relinguishment of territory he had no 
desire at present and ander immediate 
circumstances to retain? 

As to the battle itself, it appears from 
the Austrian account that the advantaye 
rested withthem. The centre instead of 
being pierced, as the Prench editors have 
stated, maintained its ground aguinst two 
attempts to bretk it, both which it repul- 
sed ; and this agrees too wita the Prench 
bulletin itself, which only pretends chat 
the centre cave hak, about a leacue; now 
there is all the diffzrence in the worid be- 
tween a line’s giving hack a Iittle but 
maintainine itself stl! unbroken and being 
pierced, as the d=mocrats have it. The 
rig lit Austwian wing yained a spleidid 
advantage, taking 6000 prisoners aud 12 
pieces of cannon. Nor is the gallant sa- 
viour of his country the Archduke Charles 
mortally wounded as the rascals pretended 
and honed.
